'No War' message 
stuck on 9-11 shrine

They lost their lives trying to rescue 
innocent victims of terrorism on Sept. 11, 
2001, but some vandals seem to think six 
firefighters from Boerum Hill’s Engine 
226 are to blame for the war in Iraq. 

Exactly one week after the second anniver- 
sary of 9-11, the vandals desecrated a shrine to 
the four active and two former members of En- 
gine 226 who were killed responding to the 
World Trade Center attacks, plastering anti-war 
stickers over the memorial. 

The vandals struck sometime between 11:20 
pm on Sept. 17 and 1:50 am on Sept. 18, while 
the firefighters of Engine 226 were manning the 
Engine Company 242 firehouse in Bay Ridge 
while that company responded to fires in 
Brighton Beach and Mill Basin. 

When the men returned to their State Street 
firehouse, the stickers — written in Spanish and 
advertising a past anti-war and globalization ral- 
ly — were plastered on the shrine as well as on 
the firehouse door, a firefighter’s car and several 
nearby homes. 

“We’re not a political organization, we’re a 



service to the community,” said Firefighter Pete 
Culkin, a member of the vandalized firehouse 
between Bond and Nevins streets. “We have 
nothing to do with the government’s handling of 
war and peace. Basically we don’t know why 
they would want to make a statement on our 
guys.” 

Culkin’s car, which was parked across the 
street from the firehouse and bore a clear plac- 
ard stating “active firefighter,” was hit with six 
stickers. 

Translated into English, the sticker reads: 
“No to the OMC [World Trade Organization], 
Parade and festival of resistance to the war and 
globalization. Sept. 13. United for Peace and 
Justice.” At the bottom is a Web address for the 
group United for Peace and Justice (UFPJ), a 
coalition of more than 650 local and national 
groups opposed to U.S. trade and foreign poli- 

“It’s regrettable where those stickers were 
[placed] ... we have little control over where 
they go,” said UFPJ spokesman Bill Dobbs. 

The Fire Department took a report of the inci- 
dent but a departmental spokesman could not 
confirm the status of the investigation by press

Coney Island, baby 

Mayor to unveil plans to restore glory

City officials were expected to unveil 
plans Thursday for a city-funded Coney 
Island Local Development Corporation to 
revive the neighborhood around the once- 
thriving seaside and cultural attraction. 

Among the projects the group is expected to 
tackle are plans for a new sports arena, con- 
struction of a hotel and water park, new housing 
and the reconstruction of the old Iron Pier on its 
original pilings, which once extended 1,000 feet 
out over the Atlantic Ocean, sources close to the 
plan told The Brooklyn Papers. 

Mayor Michael Bloomberg 
was scheduled to announce the 
formation of the local develop- 
ment corporation (LDC) at a news 
conference on Sept. 25 along with 
Borough President Marty Mark- 
owitz, City Council Speaker Gif- 
ford Miller and Councilman 
Domenic Recchia, on the board- 
walk at Stillwell Avenue. 

The formation of the LDC 
comes on the heals of other revital- 
ization efforts spurred on by the 
creation of Keyspan Park — home 


of the Brooklyn Cyclones — just three years ago 
on the site of the former Steeplechase Park. 

At the same time the New York Aquarium is 
completing work on its master plan to develop 
two new facilities, the Department of Parks and 
Recreation has constructed new pavilions and 
bathrooms along the boardwalk, and the Stillwell 
Avenue subway station is undergoing major ren- 
ovations that will make it the gateway to Coney 

“Through the development corporation we 
hope to showcase to the rest of the world what the 
residents of the area already know, that Coney Is- 
land offers all types of business an economically 


viable location from which to operate year round, 
and that it is a great place to raise a family and an 
incredible place to visit,” Council Speaker Gifford 
Miller told The Papers. 

In his final State of the City address, in Janu- 
ary 2001, Mayor Rudolph Giuliani announced 
plans for the Coney Island LDC as part of the 
greater redevelopment plan for Brooklyn. 

Those plans lay dormant until Recchia, whose 
district includes Coney Island and Bensonhurst, 
championed the cause. 

Both Recchia and Borough President Marty 
Markowitz reserved comment until the plans

Park planners get the shaft 

TA's monolith is a big challenge to design

Brooklyn Bridge Park plan- 
ners are working to “absorb” a 
largely criticized Metropolitan 
Transportation Authority venti- 
lation shaft at the foot of 
Montague Street. 

The shaft, which is due to be 
completed in September 2004, is 
still rising into the view plane of the 
waterfront from the Brooklyn 


Heights promenade. 

At the Sept. 18 meeting of the 
Citizens Advisory Council, a coali- 
tion of neighborhood activists who 
advise the Brooklyn Bridge Park 
planners, Michael Van Valken- 
burgh, the lead designer on the 1.3- 
mile commercial and recreational 
development, said of the shaft, “We 
have to figure out how to absorb it.” 

While he didn’t offer clues as to 
what his team intended to do with 
the obtrusive structure, he said it 


was going to take more than “just 
shrubbery” to help it blend in. 

Over the summer, Van Valken- 
burgh’s firm, which designed the Il- 
lustrative Master Plan for the park, 
was selected as the lead design con- 
sultant on the final park plan. 

Jim Moogan, executive director 
of the Brooklyn Bridge Park Devel- 
opment Corporation (BBPDC), said 
Van Valkenburgh was selected from 
a group of eight consultants who re- 
sponded to a request-for-proposals. 


The BBPDC is a subsidiary of the 
Empire State Development Corpora- 
tion charged with building the park. 

Van Valkenburgh, who will coor- 
dinate the work of the various con- 
sultants, assembled a team of 25 
sub-consultants including landscape 
and structural architects, marine and 
civil engineers, structural engineers, 
traffic engineers, planners, econom- 
ic consultants, environmental con- 
sultants, artists and sound consult-

Although it’s been in use for the past month, 
the city and state officially cut the ribbon on the 
latest portion of Brooklyn Bridge Park Monday. 

Days after The Brooklyn Papers reported the new 
park’s use and popularity. Mayor Michael Bloomberg 
and Gov. George Pataki stepped out on a grassy hill 
lined with plants beside the pebble beach between 


Main and Washington streets in DUMBO, to officially 
announce its opening. 

“People are going to come to Brooklyn not just be- 
cause it is a great place to live but because it is a great 
place to visit,” Pataki said. 

“We really have a long way to go, but it’s going to 
make a tremendous difference,” Bloomberg said of the 
new 1.5-acre green space, a tiny portion of the 70-acre

Rosh Hashanah, the cele- 
bration of the Jewish New 
Year, which begins at sun- 
down Friday, is a time of re- 
flection and prayer.

The Atlantic Antic made a triumphant 
return Sunday after a two-year hiatus from 
its regular end-of-September schedule. 

“It’s fantastic.” said Candace Damon, presi- 
dent of the Atlantic Avenue Local Development 
Corporation (LDC), which organizes the event. 

It’s such a gorgeous day, everyone is having fun 
and the merchants are making money.” 

The sun was indeed shining on the avenue 
with cloudless skies and the temperature in the 
mid-70s. c 

“It’s been some sad years but now it’s back,” I 
said Karen Smith, of Cobble Hill, who was out e 
enjoying the street vendors and entertainment. 7 
While the Antic is typically held at the end of | 
September, the terrorist attacks on the World ^ 
Trade Center forced its cancellation in 2001. I 1 
The LDC held a substitute event in May 2002, J 
which ended up replacing the 2002 event as £ 
well, as it is the city’s policy to grant only one 
street closure permit per year to an organization. 

But on Sunday, the avenue was full of the sta- 
ple sausage and com-on-the-cob stands side-by- 
side with Atlantic Avenue merchants who placed 
their wares on tables in front of their storefronts 
as well as an eclectic array of outside vendors. 

Monise Quidley, of Bedford-Stuyvesant, a 
vendor of art, baskets and miscellaneous knick- 
knacks at every Antic for the past 29 years, 
called the fair’s absence “horrible.” 

“They tried to have one in May and it wasn’t 
the same.” she added. “But now we’re back.” 
While tens of thousands roamed the avenue, 
pockets of people were gathered to oppose or 
support a few controversial projects proposed 
for the borough.

Swedish home furnishings giant Ikea had a 
table to promote its planned $70 million store at 
the New York Shipyard at the comer of Colum- 
bia and Halleck streets in Red Hook. Sure 
enough, detractors of the plan also had a table. 

“Essentially we were trying to inform people, 
because we’ve found that the more people 
know about the Ikea at the proposed location, 
the more they realize it is a bad idea,” said John 
McGettrick, one of the most outspoken Ikea op- 
ponents, who fears it will choke Red Hook with 
traffic. 

Ikea wasn’t the only debate being waged as 
supporters of presidential wannabe Howard 


Dean were practically everywhere handing out 
Dean literature and signing people up to vote. 

Besides a return of its street fair and biggest 
annual fundraiser, the LDC had another reason 
to celebrate: the release of its master plan for 
the avenue with recommendations to increase 
parking, identify development opportunities and 
to make the avenue more “walkable.” 

The plan comes with a series of implementa- 
tion priorities including additions to the 
streetscape, such as benches and trees, intersec- 
tion improvements at Furman Street and sug- 
gestions for parking.

final stretch to his remarkable 
total at the International Fed- 
eration of Competitive Eating 
(IFOCE) cheesecake-eating 
championship, held at the At- 
lantic Antic street fair. 

“Around the 40th or 41st 
cheesecake I was trying to get 
a burp out. Once the burp 
came out I was ready to go for 
broke,” said Booker, who 
downed more than five trays 
of 10, three-inch, quarter- 
pound cheesecakes in front of 
the Downtown Atlantic 
Restaurant. 

Booker, the 6-foot-5, 395- 
pounder, consumed a total of 
37,000 calories in those six 
minutes. He said he wiggled 
his body, in a move dubbed 
the “Koby shake” after hot 
dog-eating champion Takeru 
Kobayashi, who patented the 
move, to bring forth the gas 
and make some more room in 
his formidable abdomen. 

“A lot of people think I’m 
showboating and it’s a little 
dance,” Booker said. “But it’s 
actually to free up space in 
your stomach and let the 

Booker took the stage with 
several experienced competi- 
tive eaters, also known as gur- 
gitators, and a few rookies on 
a stage set up outside the 
restaurant on Atlantic Avenue 
between Bond and Hoyt 
streets. Among the novice 
competitors was Brooklyn 
City Planning Commissioner 
Dolly Williams. 

‘T did it for Brooklyn,” 
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Williams said of her participa- 
tion, which amounted to dain- 
tily taking a forkful from each 
of the 10 cheesecakes before 
her as the competitors to her 
right and left stuffed entire 
mini-cheesecakes into their 
mouths with their bare hands. 

Other competitors included 
pickle-eating champion “Beau- 
tiful” Brian Seiken and reigning 
Mayonnaise-eating champion 
Oleg Zhomitskiy of Brighton 
Beach, who devoured 128 
ounces of mayonnaise in eight 
minutes to gain that belt. 

Despite losing out to Book- 
er, the svelte Zhomitskiy, who 
is known as something of a 
matinee idol among competi- 
tive eaters, downed a whop- 
ping 44 cheesecakes. He was 
paraded onto the stage like a 
prizefighter by an entourage 
comprised of the Gowanus 
Wildcats Drill Team. 

Both men, along with their 
novice counterparts, battled the 
creamy consistency of the 
cheesecake, which clung to 
their fingers and faces caused 
grossed-out grimaces to form 
on the faces or many specta- 

“I thought they were going 
to be like a Junior’s cheese- 
cake, which is real rough,” 
said Seiken. who placed third 
by downing 28 cheesecakes. 
“But it was almost like water 
or butter. It went down real 
smooth.” 

Indeed, the cheesecake cho- 
sen for the contest, baked by 
Fran Sippell of the Downtown 
Atlantic Restaurant, caused 
controversy well before Sun- 
day’s event. As first reported 
in The Brooklyn Papers last 
week, world-famous Junior’s 
took great offense at being 
passed over, and both Down- 
town Atlantic’s owners and 
IFOCE Chairman George 
Shea dubbed it the best 
cheesecake in Brooklyn. 

But there were few surprises 
in the contest. No dark horses, 
like tiny Sonya Thomas, who 
made a name for herself eating 
25-and-three-quarters hot dogs 
and buns at the Coney Island 
Nathan’s Famous Hot Dog Eat- 
ing championship on July 4. 

At the opening bell on Sun- 
day the experienced champi- 
ons tore ahead of the first-time 
eaters as a panel of elected of- 
ficials who served as judges 
stood behind them. 

Williams’ fork technique 
may have accounted for her 
paltry sum of three cheese- 
cakes in six minutes. 


“This is my first time,” she 
said. “And it’s not going to be 
my last time because I thought 
it was a very good experience.” 
The gurgitators opened at a 
furious pace but the texture 
clearly took its toll even on 
the more experienced eaters, 
who slowed in the final two 
minutes and looked as if they 
might spout like whales at any 
moment. 

“It was just a tremendous 
intake of sugar. It just kind of 
overwhelmed me at the end,” 
Seiken said. “It was in the last 
two minutes that I just died 

“When you’re on the front- 
line and you touch the cheese- 
cake, it seems kind of soft, 
kind of like butter, so you 
think, ‘OK, this is going to be 
an easy one,”’ Booker said. 
“As you get your pace going it 
becomes really tough because 
you can’t get your burps out 
and it makes you feel really 
full. So you’ve got to really 
maneuver yourself’ 

Booker was neck-and-neck 
with Zhomitskiy during much 
of the contest, but his late burst 
allowed him to pull ahead leav- 
ing Zhomitskiy well behind. 

Shea reiterated his revolu- 
tionary claims that Downtown 
Atlantic actually produces a 
superior cheesecake during his 
pre-contest patter. 

“Some controversy has 
swirled during the last week 
over who has the best cheese- 
cake in Brooklyn, in New 
York, in the United States, in 
the world!” Shea said. “There 
are some other cheesecakes 
out there, I know you’ve 
heard of them. But the compe- 
tition cheesecake here today is 
the best cheesecake in the 
United States of America.” 
Borough President Marty 
Markowitz, a Junior’s loyalist, 
tasted the cheesecake in ques- 
tion and didn’t announce a 
preference as to which cake is 
superior. 

“Brooklyn has the best 
cheesecake in America,” he 
said. “That’s the answer.” 

Said Shea, “It doesn’t mat- 
ter which Marty picks, I’ve al- 
ready decided.” 

The eaters themselves were 
split. Seiken claimed Down- 
town Atlantic had the superior 
cake while Booker rated Ju- 
nior’s and Downtown Atlantic 


Brooklyn House of Detention, at Boemm Place, 
and handed out the full-color brochures of the 

“From what little I’ve heard, it doesn’t sound 
like there’s any negatives,” Smith said after 
picking up a brochure. “What are they waiting 
for?” 

Frank Cannon, lead consultant for the LDC 
from the Denver-based urban planning group 
Civitas, said some of the issues, such as simpli- 
fying intersections, will require assistance from 
elected officials and eventually approval from 
the city.

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Lopez Torres leads pack of insurgents

The Working Families 
Party this week named an 
alternative slate of judicial 
candidates to run against the 
embattled Democratic Par- 
ty’s choices for Supreme 
Court. 

The most notable Working 
Families choice was Civil 
Court Judge Margarita Lopez 
Torres, who has become the 
showpiece of the reform move- 
ment, after being shunned by 
the Democrats for allegedly 


not providing party bosses 
with a patronage position in 
her chambers. 

Lopez Torres was twice 
passed over for the state 
Supreme Court and was not 
even endorsed for re-election 
to Civil Court last year for re- 
portedly failing to hire a legal 
secretary referred to her by 
party leaders. She was nomi- 
nated from the floor twice in 
the last two years at the De- 
mocrats’ judicial convention, 
but her nomination was voted 
down both times. 

The Democrats’ controver- 


sial slate was made official last 
week at a judicial convention 
in Brooklyn Heights. 

Following the Democratic 
convention, a Lopez Torres 
supporter, Park Slope Com- 
mitteeman Alan Fleishman, 
was nearly assaulted by Bay 
Ridge Committeeman Ralph 
Perfetto, who voted against the 
judge, after Fleishman accused 
Perfetto of cutting a deal with 
the party boss. Assemblyman 
Clarence Norman Jr. 

Two Supreme Court judges 
seeking re-election, Herbert 
Kramer and Theodore Jones, 


who are on the Democratic 
Party ballot, were also put on 
the Working Families Party 
slate. The Working Families 
slate of seven candidates was 
rounded out by private prac- 
tice attorney Alexander Eise- 
mann; Legal Aid attorney 
Robert Newman; Rosemary 
Palladino, who reviews ap- 
peals for the Appellate Divi- 
sion, First Department; and 
Lyle Silversmith, a referee in 
Brooklyn Supreme Court. 
None of those four was chosen 
by the Democratic Party. 

Judges Arthur Schack and 


Bernadette Bayne also did not 
make their way onto the third- 
party ballot because, party 
leaders said, Schack once 
threatened to have a court of- 
ficer break the fingers of a 
defendant who refused to be 
fingerprinted, and Bayne, ac- 
cording to a Village Voice re- 
port, had a Legal Aid lawyer 
handcuffed for making faces 

“You have an anti-labor and 
anti-First Amendment judge, 
and a sadist, and an arrogant 
judge who handcuffs lawyers,” 
said George Albro, chairman

of the Working Families Party 
judicial convention. 

Political insiders, however, 
give the insurgent slate slim 
chances of bucking the De- 
mocrats in the Nov. 4 general 
election. 

“It’s a very difficult task to 
beat the Democratic Party in 
the general election,” said po- 
litical consultant Gary Tilzer, 
who worked on the successful 
insurgent campaign of Lopez 
Torres for Civil Court in 
2002. 

But Tilzer said there was at 
least one reason for the Work- 
ing Families slate to be opti- 
mistic, namely the expected 
low turnout. 

The only races outside of 
the judicial elections are for 
City Council. 

Local races tend to feature 
voters familiar with the candi- 
dates and issues and given the 
recent scandals in the Democ- 
ratic judicial selection process, 
voters may choose a third-par- 

“With the Margarita Lopez 
Torres case, what that showed, 
and this is a year ago and be- 
fore hundreds of articles about 
Clarence [Norman], is that 
there is a reform vote,” Tilzer 

Lopez Torres managed to 
stay on the bench, gamering 
39,480 votes and pulling in im- 
pressive numbers even outside 



of the reform-minded 
brownstone belt of 
Park Slope and 
Brooklyn Heights. 

Added to that, the 
most competitive 
council race is in the 
35th Councilmanic 
District where, if 
fundraising is a 
gauge, the Working 
Families Party candi- 
date, Letitia James, is 
the frontrunner over 
Geoffrey Davis, 
brother of slain City 
Councilman James 
Davis, who replaced 
the councilman on 
the Democratic Party 

According to Bob 
Liff, a spokesman 
for Norman’s Kings 
County Democratic 
Committee, the party is taking 
any and all challengers seri- 

“The party did not get 
where it is as an effective po- 
litical presence by taking any 
challenge lightly,” Liff said. 
“Whether it’s the Working 
Families Party [or] the Re- 
publican Party.” 

Both Tilzer and Liff, how- 
ever, pointed out that council 
elections are not the only bal- 
lot measures out there to gal- 
vanize loyal Democrats. The

referendum on non-partisan 
elections could draw many 
loyal Democrats to the voting 
booths. 

Albro added that labor 
unions, which have close ties 
to the third party, will also be 
turning out the vote for the 
referendum to vote against 
non-partisan elections. 

“It’s going to turn out la- 
bor,” he said. “And those 
same unions, many of them 
we think, hope and expect, 
will be disposed to our slate.”

today or a need for more and 
broader study.” 

Aaron Raskin, a Lubavitch 
rabbi who leads Congregation 
B’nai Avraham, a modem Or- 
thodox synagogue on Remsen 
Street in Brooklyn Heights, 
said “the world is shaking” 
on the eve of 5764. 

“The world is trembling be- 
cause the three pillars on 
which the world stands are not 
supporting it,” Raskin said. 
“These three pillars are prayer, 
Torah study and deeds of lov- 
ing kindness.” 

Rabbi Linda Henry Good- 
man, of the Reform Union 
Temple at Grand Army Plaza, 
called 5763 a “difficult year.” 

“People have been very 
worried and distracted by the 
war in Iraq,” she said. “I have 
colleagues who have children 
in the service. For our genera- 
tion — to have a child in the 
service, in a war, is frighten- 
ing, especially since there 
seems to be no focus ... no 
definitive plan. We just seem 
to need to stay there for an in- 
definite time.” 

Rabbi Joseph Potasnik of 
the Conservative Congregation 
Mt. Sinai on Cadman Plaza 
West in Brooklyn Heights, said 
“our hearts are connected to 
people whose hearts are hurt- 
ing in this war” in Iraq, which 
he said was a necessary ele- 
ment in the fight against ter- 
rorism. 

Potasnik is president of the 
New York Board of Rabbis, a 
Fire Department chaplain and 
WABC Radio commentator. 

Mt. Sinai is participating in 
a Board of Rabbis project in 
which congregations lend 
Torah scrolls to Jewish troops 
serving in the Middle East. 

Brooklyn rabbis expressed 
concern this week about con- 
tinuing hostilities in Israel. 

“A source of greater con- 
sternation is the situation in Is- 
rael [to which] most of us are 
tied in some way. We’ve been 
there. We have friends and 
family there. We see our des- 
tiny as Jews and our identity 
being tied up with what is 
happening there,” Goodman 

Weider echoed those senti- 

“As Jews we have a con- 
nection with the State of Is- 
rael, our ancestral homeland 
from biblical times,” he said. 

Goodman said she is trou- 
bled by the unrelenting vio- 
lence and what she sees as the 
world’s inconsistent attitude 
toward terrorism. 

“I’m astonished at the inch- 
nation of so many world lead- 
ers to make a moral distinc- 
tion between terrorism for a 
political objective and terror- 
ism for no political reason,” 
she said. 

“There is never a justifica- 
tion for parents to train their 
kids to strap explosives on 
themselves and get onto a bus 
with all kinds of people and 
blow themselves up. It defies 
all human rationality. It’s in- 
tolerable. The United States 
and other countries have to 
understand that there is no dif- 
ference between the World 
Trade Center and blowing up 
a bus.” 

At Mt. Sinai, Shannon Sha- 
bato, a Christian volunteer 
with One Family, an organiza- 
tion that helps Israeli families 
fractured by terrorism, will 
speak on the first day of Rosh 
Hashanah 


But international violence 
is not all that troubles Brook- 
lyn rabbis this New Year. 

“Many of us are also 
deeply concerned with local 
issues — the state of educa- 
tion in New York City, or 
health care in America, or de- 
tentions and deportations of 
Arabs, Muslims and South 
Asians from Brooklyn, or gay 
rights, or poverty’s increase, 
or trying to find affordable 
housing,” said Lippmann. 

“We’ve been so distracted 
that we haven’t been paying 
enough attention to what’s 
happening in America,” said 
Goodman. “The economy is 
in a serious condition. The ad- 
ministration has been packing 
the court with conservative 
judges. These are issues that 
Jews should be concerned 

Despite their fears, howev- 
er, Brooklyn rabbis still ex- 
pressed hope for the future. 

Raskin believes the world 
will be a better place when we 
establish the three pillars in 
our daily lives, starting in the 

“Just as Rosh Hashanah 
starts the new year and is the 
head of the year, the head of 
the family is responsible for 
what happens in the family,” 
he said. “All people have the 
responsibility to take upon 


themselves the resolution of 
increasing commitment to 
God through prayer, Torah 
study and deeds of loving 
kindness. As Maimonides 
says, ‘One good deed can save 
the world.’” 

“We pray and hope that 
there will be peace in the Mid- 
dle East for Israelis and Pales- 
tinians,” said Weider. “How 
this peace will come about w 


e, but w 


st that 


God will show us the way.” 

The rabbis remain staunch 
in their support of Israel, even 
if that sometimes means dif- 
ferent things. 

“We try to support Israel in 
thriving morally as well as 
physically, and try to encom- 
pass the broad spectrum of 
opinions about Israel within 
our community,” said Lipp- 

Goodman asked that Jews 
“not to waver in their support 
of Israel, to go there and visit, 
to write letters to people in the 
government, not to give up.” 

Nor should terror be al- 
lowed to succeed psychologi- 
cally, said Goodman. 

“There’s some mechanism 
in us that prevents us from 
succumbing to utter hopeless- 
ness.” she said. “We have to 
believe that things can get bet- 

Lippmann added a hope 
that “the year ahead be for us 
all a year of furthering peace, 
returning prosperity, and liber- 
ty and justice for all.”

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Bronx bombers beat 
Brooklyn’s bums

They’ve hurled words at 
one another, but on Sept. 18 
Borough President Marty 
Markowitz and Guardian 
Angels founder Curtis 
Sliwa duked it out with 
sticks . . . and Spaldeens. 

The first-ever “stickball chal- 
lenge,” between Markowitz and 
the Bronx’s Sliwa, a conserva- 
tive radio personality, didn’t 
bode well for the Borough of 
Kings, but at least the two men 
buried the hatchet. 

After Brooklyn lost the game 
by a score of 2-1, Sliwa and 
Markowitz engaged in a more 
friendly form of ribbing and 
even offered praise to each oth- 
er, in sharp contrast to some of 
their earlier verbal scrimmages. 

“All right Curtis you won 
it,” Markowitz conceded be- 
fore vowing in true Brooklyn 
fashion, “Wait ‘til next year. 
We’ll be back.” 

Said Sliwa, “I had a few 
ringers, some old friends.” 

Embodying the long-stand- 
ing baseball wars between the 
Yankees and the Dodgers, 
there was little love lost be- 
tween the liberal Markowitz 
and conservative Sliwa. The 
Guardian Angels founder, 
who is originally from Canar- 
sie but now lives in the Bronx, 
heaped criticism on 
Markowitz shortly after he 
was elected borough president 
in 2001. The two met last 
month and agreed to settle 
their dispute over stickball. 

Both convened teams rep- 
resenting their respective bor- 
oughs, and settled on the 
terms of their bet. If Marko- 
witz won, he would keep Sli- 
wa’s red Guardian Angels 
beret and jacket to display at 
Borough Hall. If Shwa won, 
Markowitz would hand over a 
Junior’s cheesecake and egg 
cream making kit. 


Neither man played on his 
own team, serving as managers- 
cum-cheerleaders instead. 

On Brooklyn’s side there 
was an array of Borough Hall 
staffers and Markowitz friends 
such as John Imbriale, the 
owner of Peggy O’Neill’s at 
Keyspan Park in Coney Island. 
On the other side, there were 
some hardened challengers 
like John Keeney, 80, of 
Throgs Neck who, although 
lacking speed, boasts 69 years 
of stickball experience. 

“Let me tell you,” said 
Keeney. “Curtis and Marko- 
witz have a little thing going. 
This is the challenge.” 

Even as their respective bets 
were announced and Markowitz 
presented the cheesecake in 
question, Sliwa told the borough 
president, “You taste it first and 
if you’re alive after half an hour. 
I’ll eat it.” 

The field was drawn in chalk 


at Columbus Park behind Bor- 
ough Hall and beside the Book- 
lyn Supreme Court. In deep 
center field, about 200 feet 
from home plate, stood the stat- 
ue of the abolitionist Harriet 
Beecher Stowe, which nearly 
got pelted with Spaldeens on 
several occasions. 

While Brooklyn enjoyed a 
clear home-field advantage — 
Sliwa’ s squad got few if any 
cheers — the bronx hitters put 
them in an early deficit. After 
driving home two runners in the 
top of the first, Brooklyn was 
retired scoreless leaving one 
man stranded at first base. 

The crowd stayed hopeful 
throughout. 

Spectator Herb Moses, a 
lawyer from Crown Heights 
who stopped to take in a few 
innings on his lunch break, 
said, “Brooklyn’s the best. 
We’re going to win.” 

Moses grew up representing 


Lincoln Place in his neighbor- 
hood stickball tournaments. 

Although they held Sliwa’ s 
team at two runs, Brooklyn’s 
offense was dormant until the 
fourth and final inning. A sac- 
rifice fly drove Bensonhurst’s 
Anthony Gigante home. The 
following at bat, a ground out 
to the shortstop, however, left 
Imbriale stranded at second 
and ended the game. 

Markowitz handed over the 
cheesecake and egg cream kit 
while Sliwa gave up his beret 
as a peace offering and warned 
Markowitz, “Don’t take a 
whiff of that hat.” 

Despite the loss, spectator 
Barbara Cockrell, of Bay 
Ridge, kept her Brooklyn 
pride even as Shwa walked 
away with the cheesecake. 

“They won but they’re go- 
ing back to eat our food,” she 
said. “We’re still winners. We 
still got Junior’s.” 


School janitor arrested 
on school molest charge

A convicted sex offender working 
at a religious elementary school in 
Park Slope was charged this week 
with sexually abusing an 11 -year-old 
student. 

The suspect, Amador Lozano, 55, was 
employed as a janitor at the Park Slope 
Christian Academy, on Fifth Avenue be- 
tween Warren Street and Park Place. He 
was fired after his arrest. 

According to police, Lozano ap- 
proached the young girl in the hallway of 


the school at 5:40 pm on Sept. 17, hugged 
her and kissed her on the ftps. The girl told 
a friend, who persuaded her to tell a 
teacher. The teacher then reported the in- 
cident to police. 

Lozano was charged with sexual abuse 
in the second and third degrees, endanger- 
ing the welfare of a child and harassment. 
The top charge carries a maximum penal- 
ty of one year in prison. 

Bail was set at $10,000 and Lozano re- 
mained locked up by press time. [I need to 
check that with city DOC on Wednesday! !] 

Lozano has a history of preying on chil- 


In April 1995, Lozano walked out of 
Bare Hill Correctional Facility, a medium- 
security prison near the Canadian border 
in upstate New York, after serving three 
years of a possible six-year sentence for 
sexually abusing three children in 1991. 

Lozano pleaded guilty to those charges, 
according to the Brooklyn district attor- 
ney’s office. 

Parents fumed outside the school after 
Lozano’s arrest and wondered how a reg- 
istered sex offender managed to obtain 
employment there. 

Principal John Malone did not return 
telephone calls seeking comment.

commercial and recreational 
development that will span the 
waterfront from Jay Street to 
Atlantic Avenue.

He said his group was no 
more responsible for the de- 
facement “than if somebody 
bought some wheat paste and 
decided to put up Brooklyn 
Papers all over town.”

Photographs of 
their family members are po- 
sitioned throughout the shrine 
along with a scrapbook of 
memories written by friends 
and family. 

Flowers and candles lay 
adjacent to the shrine, which 
many residents placed there 
in honor of the men who died 
on the anniversary of Sept. 11 
two weeks ago. 

“I don’t know if [it’s be- 
cause] firefighters are linked 
to 9-11,” Culkin said. “But 
we’re not walking around 
with pro-war statements on 
our shirts and our cars ... 
They made their statement on 
what is to us, a sacred place.”

Q: “My 7-year-old son has 
several food allergies, yet it’s 
hard to convince people I’m not 
just being overprotective.” — a 
mother 

A: For the vigilant mother of 
a first-grader with food allergies, 
peanuts at a family reception up- 
set her — and her son wasn’t even 
at the party. Relatives would see 
him afterward, though, and she 
didn’t want any peanut residue 
to transfer to her son. 

“He’s that allergic?” one rel- 
ative asked. The mother recalls 
thinking: “What’s the big deal 
about washing your hands as a 
precaution?” 

What seems obsessive to ob- 
servers is a way of life to par- 
ents of kids with food allergies: 
Checking and rechecking ingre- 
dients. Calling manufacturers. 
Washing hands “a million times 
a day.” Educating teachers, 
principals, nurses, classmates. 

Nothing’s simple. Not snack 
time or lunchtime at school. Not 
trick-or-treating at Halloween. 
Not birthday parties or holidays. 
Not eating at restaurants or 
friends’ homes. Having house- 
guests poses risks — say if one 
leaves traces of peanut butter on a 
counter later used by a child aller-

ness” when she brought their 
special food to Grandma’s house. 

Experts estimate food aller- 
gies occur in eight percent of 
children 6 or under, according 
to the National Institute of Al- 
lergy and Infectious Diseases. 

The most common foods 
that cause reactions such as 
hives, vomiting or even a clos- 
ing of a child’s airways are 
eggs, milk and peanuts. For 
someone with extreme sensitiv- 
ity, reactions to even a trace of 
the protein in food can arise in 
seconds and can be deadly if 
not treated immediately. 

Each year, food-allergy-in- 
duced reactions in adults and 
children account for nearly 200 
deaths and 30,000 emergency 
room visits, the Food Allergy 
and Anaphylaxis Network says. 

Some parents say their kids 
help convince others that their 
food allergies are for real. 

Since a first-grader was 3, he 
has faithfully asked: “Has my 
mom checked the ingredients?” 
Now 7, he came home from 
school with candy “Smarties” 
he had saved until his mother, 
Wendy Pake, approved them. 
Delighted to find the candy was 
OK for her son, she bought a 
bag full at the grocery store. 

“I don’t want my son to miss 
out on things, but I don’t want 
to put him in danger,” says 
Pake, whose son is allergic to 
peanuts, eggs, dairy products, 
sesame, shellfish and mustard. 
“I want to be sure he is safe but 
also to let go.” 

Like other parents of kids 
with food allergies, when Pake 
goes shopping, she checks the 
tiny type fisting the ingredients 
— no matter how many times 
she has bought the product be- 
fore. Slight changes to recipes, 
such as milk added to whole- 
wheat bread, mean a product is 
no longer safe for her son.

New bishop

Bishop Nicholas DiMarzio 
will be installed Oct. 3 as the 
spiritual leader of the Diocese 
of Brooklyn and Queens’ 1.8 
million Catholics at a 2 pm 
ceremony at Our Lady of 
Perpetual Help. 

“We’re very honored to be host- 
ing the event,” said the Rev. Sean 
McGillicuddy, pastor of Sunset 
Park’s OLPH, which hosts many of 
the major diocesan events because 
of its large size. 

The church can accommodate 
up to 1,400 people. 

DiMarzio will take over as the 
seventh bishop of the 150-year-old 
diocese, which encompasses 739 
priests in 217 parishes in Brooklyn 
and Queens. 

DiMarzio, 59, who has led the 
Camden, N.J., diocese for the past 
four years, will replace Bishop 
Thomas Daily, whose retirement 


was accepted by Pope John Paul II 
in August after two years of public 
scrutiny over his handling of 
church sex scandals in Brooklyn 
and Boston. 

Daily, 75, was installed as leader 
of the Brooklyn Diocese at a cere- 
mony at OLPH in 1990. 

DiMarzio, a native of Newark, 
was ordained as a priest of the 
Archdiocese of Newark in 1970 
and served as the auxiliary bishop 
from 1996 to 1999, when he was 
appointed bishop of Camden. 

During his tenure there Di- 
Marzio implemented measures to 
deal with sexual abuse claims 
made against clergy or employees 
of the diocese. Last year, he an- 
nounced the creation a special toll- 
free number to receive complaints 
of abuse. 

DiMarzio has also been active in 
working with immigrants and 
served as chairman of the Catholic 
Legal Immigration Network and as 
chairman of the U.S. Catholic 
Bishops’ Migration Committee.

Widow no fan of cemetery movies

An age-old conflict has resur- 
faced over the dual roles of Green- 
Wood Cemetery — that of tourist 
attraction and final resting place. 

Green-Wood’s president, Richard 
Moylan, launched a film series over the 
summer intended to promote the his- 
toric cemetery and raise money for 
monument restoration. But some fami- 
ly members of the cemetery’s perma- 
nent residents were horrified by the 
films, most notably the selection of 
“Dracula,” “Frankenstein” and “Night 
of the Living Dead.” 

“My reaction was one of anger and 
dismay and angst,” said Vivian Ger- 
mano. a Gravesend resident whose hus- 
band, Luciano, was buried in Green- 
Wood in 1999. “I disagree with what 


they’re doing, to put it mildly, and I’m 
very, very distressed that they went 
ahead with doing this without consult- 
ing the plot owners.” 

Moylan said the film series was in- 
tended to chum up visitors and help 
raise money to restore aging tomb- 
stones in the historic burial ground. 

“Now so many beautiful monuments 
here are in great disrepair, particularly 
the marble ones, and we really want to 
do something and this is just one step in 
a multi-pronged approach to do it,” 
Moylan said. “We’re also looking for 
grants, looking for individuals to adopt 
monuments.” 

He has since pulled the horror titles 
from the lineup after families com- 
plained, although the film series is ex- 
pected to continue at a cost of $8 per 
person. 


The next showing will be on Sept. 
20, beginning at 3 pm. The films “An- 
nie,” “War of the Worlds” and “The 
Maltese Falcon,” will be shown in the 
chapel. 

Historically, however, the 165-year- 
old cemetery has frequently been un- 
comfortable with its dual roles as 
tourist attraction and burial ground, ac- 
cording to Jeffrey Richman, author of 
“Brooklyn’s Green-Wood Cemetery” 
and leader of tours of the cemetery. 

“There was always a tension be- 
tween the two different uses of the 
cemetery,” Richman said. “And the two 
different uses were essentially the 
mourners and the funeral processions 
. . . versus the tourists who were attract- 
ed to the cemetery, because in the 19th 
century, if you wanted to see sculpture 
for instance, you had to go to Green- 


Wood Cemetery.” 

A film series, however, introduces a 
new twist to the debate and Germano 
does not see the past as an adequate ref- 
erence point. 

“It is a form of entertainment that is 
being done in a converted chapel, it has 
no bearing on the beauty of the ceme- 
tery,” she said. “People can very well 
roam the grounds. The grounds are 
beautiful.” 

Moylan responded that the series is 
one of a number of events that have 
successfully brought new visitors to 
Green-Wood. 

“The movies are just part of an entire 
program of cultural events that we’re 
bringing in,” he said. “Some of [the 
guests] are here for the first time. 
Which is sort of one of our goals — to 
introduce the place.”

Among the issues Van Valkenburgh and the consultants are 
now facing is identifying uses unique to the site, figuring out 
which uses belong on land, water or in structures, and the dura- 
bility of the park itself. 

Among the earlier questions put to Van Valkenburgh by the 
CAC was how to deal with the notorious MTA shaft. One 
woman muttered, 
“Dynamite,” when the 
subject was broached. 

Though few ques- 
tioned the necessity of 
the shaft, which is 
needed to bring air in 
and out of the subway 
tunnels, when the 50- 
foot height became 
known last spring, 
many resented that the 
MTA hadn’t participat- 
ed in the park design 
process. A more squat 
air shaft had previous- 
ly existed where the 

new shaft is rising. 

Another design ele- 
ment that is now being explored is how to incorporate the river into 
the design, which was a repeated request during the public scoping 
session for the Environmental Impact Statement (EIS) last June, 
where many sought historic boat displays or floating museums. 

Allee King Rosen and Fleming, the firm selected to perform 
the EIS to study the possible effects of the 1.3-mile commercial 
and recreational development, is exploring those possibilities. 

Simultaneous to the EIS, Van Valkenburgh’s design team will 
prepare a master site development plan over the next year, which 
will lay out the programmatic elements for the park such as 
benches, paths, activities and recreational structures. Following 
the site development plan a general project plan will be produced 
that will serve as the guideline for building the park. 

“This is the real deal now,” Moogan said. “The product that 
comes out of this process is what gets built.” 

The design team includes Cooper, Robertson & Partners, for ur- 
ban design; Margie Ruddick, for ecological landscape planning; 
and Maryann Thompson Architects, for architectural elements.

for a residential and retail de- 
velopment. 

“Obviously, since day one 
I’ve put it very strongly to the 
mayor that a priority for 
Brooklyn is to release this 
building so it can reach its po- 
tential,” Markowitz told The 
Brooklyn Papers on Sunday. 

Markowitz noted that the 
building has long helped cre- 


ate a dead space, referred to in 
the neighborhood as “the gap,” 
between Court and Smith 
streets along Atlantic Avenue, 
which features little more than 
gas stations and bail bonds- 
men.

were officially announced. 

In January, the mayor tout- 
ed the idea for a Coney Island 
LDC during his State of the 
City address at the Brooklyn 
Botanic Garden. 

“With the help of communi- 
ty leaders and Brooklyn’s resi- 
dents, we’re creating the Coney 
Island Local Development Cor- 
poration. It’ 11 strengthen the lo- 
cal economy, develop the wa- 
terfront, and attract new 
affordable and market-rate 
housing,” Bloomberg said. 

Bloomberg spokesman Chris 
Coffey declined to comment 
this week on the new LDC ex- 
plaining that the announcement 
would be made on Thursday.

The board will be charged 
with setting an agenda for the 
LDC and hiring its staff. 

While details of the LDC 
have been kept under wraps, 
local community groups who 
got wind of the plans were 
thrilled this week. 

‘We are all for it.” said Dick 
Zigun, president and founder of 
Coney Island USA, which runs 
the annual Mermaid Parade, the 
Coney Island Museum, Side- 
show by the Seashore and Bur- 
lesque at the Beach. 

Michael Immerso, author 
of “Coney Island: The Peo- 
ple’s Playground,” heralded 
the revitalization efforts, but 
cautioned against making 
Coney Island too corporate. 

“For the first time since 
Steeplechase Park closed in 
1964 the city is committing it- 
self to the redevelopment of 
Coney Island,” Immerso said. 
“The key, of course, is to avoid 
anything that seeks to transform 
it into a ‘Disneyland by the 
Sea.’ The honky-tonk heart and 
soul of Coney must be pre- 
served at all costs.” 


Declining crime levels al- 
lowed the city to shutter the 
more than 800-bed facility 
over the summer to save $5.3 
million from the Department 
of Correction’s budget. 

Most of the jail’s 163 
guards were reassigned to oth- 
er facilities and prisoners sent 
to Rikers Island to await trial. 

Markowitz said real estate 
developers have told him the 
land could be worth $35 mil- 

A particular sticking point 
is that the city continues its 
massive renovation on the 
building. It has already sunk 
$30 million into it and, 
Markowitz said, plans on 
spending another $16 million 
to finish the project. 

“We’re saying to the may- 
or, ‘Let’s sell the cells,”’ said 
Millman. 

“Let’s sell the building and 
make it productive,” added 
Yassky. 

The city, however, has been 
hesitant to dispose of the 
prison on the chance that it 
will need be needed sometime 
in the future. 

The mayor’s office referred 
telephone calls to the Correc- 
tion Department, which did not 
return calls seeking comment. 

While some suggest tearing 
the building down, Frank 
Cannon, the lead consultant 
for the LDC from the Denver- 
based Civitas, said a review of 
the building suggested it could 
be easily reused. 

“Because it’s literally like 
an erector set,” Cannon said 
of the steel building with 
walls and cell doors bolted to 
the structure. 

Cannon acknowledged, 
however, that he had limited 
access to plans for the jail. 
The Corrections Department, 
for obvious reasons, is hesi- 
tant to release blueprints of its 
detention facility. Instead, the 
LDC relied on the little infor- 
mation they could gather from 
the Department of Buildings.

Woman raped going home

A woman on her way 
home from work early on 
Sept. 18 was accosted out- 
side a Cobble Hill train 
station, forced to a nearby 
housing project, beaten 
and raped, pobce said.

beat and raped her. 

The victim was treated at 
a nearby hospital.

The suspect was de- 
scribed as a muscular black 
male, in his 30s, standing 
between 6-foot- 1 and 6-foot- 
3, and dressed in a white T- 


shirt and jeans. 

Because the incident start- 
ed in the 76th Precinct and the 
assault happened on the bor- 
der of the 78th and 84th 
precincts, the investigation is 
being coordinated by all three 
in conjunction with the 
NYPD’s Special Victims 
Unit, said Deputy Inspector 
Edward Mullen, commanding 
officer of the 78th Precinct.

New works 

“Embracing the Influence” is One World Sym- 
phony’s continuing exploration of how classical 
music connects past with present. 

As One World Symphony music director David 
Hong explained via e-mail, “We are exploring this 
question in a series of 
concerts designed to 
examine the nature of 
‘influence’ in contem- 
porary music by juxta- 
posing new works with 
those in the accepted 

The first program of 
their 2003-04 series is 
“Bach to Brazil: A Cel- 
lobration,” on Sept. 26, 
a punning program that 
includes cello music by 
Bach and Brazilian 
composer Heitor Villa- 
Lobos, whose own music was influenced by the 
18th-century master. 

“Where else could our program begin but with 
one of [Bach’s] epochal works, the intimate and in- 
tense Cello Suite in C Minor?” Hong asks. “Years 
later and a continent away, Villa-Lobos penned his 
homage to Bach’s genius, the lyrical and inventive 
Bachianas Brasilieriras No. 5.” 

But the concert doesn’t simply juxtapose Bach 
and Villa-Lobos; Frenchman Olivier Messiaen, who 
wrote his sublime “Quartet for the End of Time” 
while in a Nazi prison camp, is represented by that 
work’s “Extatique Lent” movement, set to choreog- 
raphy by Crown Heights resident Take Ueyama, of 
the Paul Taylor Dance Company. 

“I always wanted to perform [that] incredibly 
powerful and intimate movement with dance chore- 
ography.” Hong explains. “Take and I agreed that 
this work would fit into the program. The immedi- 
ate challenges for a dancer-choreographer in por- 
traying Messiaen’s music is that [it] does not dance, 
move, jump [or] swing outwardly. Take and his 
dancers have found a convincing way to connect to 
the music.” 

Two homages by contemporary composers round 
out the program: Joan Tower’s “Tres Lent — Hom- 
mage a Messiaen” (1994), and the local premiere of 
Robert Below’s “Homage to Villa-Lobos for Cello 
Orchestra” (1994). 

Among the cellists performing in “Cellobration” 
are Korean-born Amy Kim, Carroll Gardens resi- 
dent Simone Uranovsky, Sophie Shao, Brian Gaona 
and Elizabeth Loy. 

One World Symphony will perform Sept 26 at 
8 pm at the Church of St. Ann and the Holy Trini- 
ty, located at the corner of Montague and Clin- 
ton streets in Brooklyn Heights. Tickets are $20,

Dining critic Amanda 
Hesser recounts romantic 
inspiration for new book

C an a woman who makes her 
living tasting and critiquing 
food find happiness with a 
burger-and-beer guy? Readers 
who followed Amanda Hesser’s 
“Food Diary,” in the New York 
Times Sunday Magazine for a 
year-and-a-half, know the happy 
outcome. 

In May, Hesser’s “Food Diary” 
essays plus 13 additional stories and 
more than 100 recipes, were pub- 
lished in the book, “Cooking for Mr. 
Latte: A Food Lover’s Courtship, 
with Recipes” (W.W. Norton & 
Company, Inc., $23.95). 

“Cooking for Mr. Latte” chroni- 
cles Hesser’s courtship with Tad 
Friend (a.k.a. “Mr. Latte,” named for 
his favorite after-dinner drink, a no-no 
in foodie circles). Hesser’s first book, 
“The Cook and the Gardener,” a col- 
lection of essays and recipes that de- 
scribe a year she spent observing the 
disgruntled, elderly gardener of Ecole 
de Cuisine La Varenne, the culinary 
school she attended in Villecien, 
France, was published in 1999. 

Sitting at the dining room table in 
her airy Brook- 
lyn Heights 
apartment, Hess- 
er, 32, a double 
for Izak Zenou’s 
slight, doe-eyed 
character used to 
illustrate her di- 
aries (minus the 
tiny barrettes), 
recounted the 
column’s origin 
and the “very 
rich emotional 
year” before her 
wedding. 

“I was a food writer at the Times,” 
Hesser said of the “full-time job” she 
began in 1997. “During a conversation, 
the food editors sort of reached out to 
me and said, ‘Oh, by the way, would 
you be interested in doing it?’” 

‘Tt” was the food column that ap- 
pears weekly in the Sunday magazine. 

“One of the comments I get as a 
food writer is, ‘Oh, I read all your 
stuff, and it must be fun to eat in all

those restaurants, but what do you real- 
ly eat? What do you eat at home?”’ 
said Hesser. 

When she suggested “some sort of 
diary that would answer those ques- 
tions,” adding, “Oh, by the way I’m 
dating this great guy and he’s really 
not into food,” the editors jumped. 
They loved the idea of Hesser playing 
Pygmalion to food-challenged Friend 
who, when asked 
which of his five 
senses he’d be 
willing to forfeit, 
chose taste. 

“When I pro- 
posed the idea of 
the diaries,” said 
Hesser, “I knew 
we [she and 
Friend] were al- 
ready on fairly 
solid ground.” 

But, she added 
with a laugh, “Had 
the relationship 
not worked out, I still think it could 
have been a good column. And I could 
have written my version of Tad.” 

From “how do you do?” to “I do,” 
“Cooking for Mr. Latte” brings the 
reader along on the couple’s first date 
in Merchant’s NY, an Upper East Side 
restaurant that Hesser describes as 
“the Manhattan equivalent of an Out- 
back Steakhouse. Starbucks decor, 
loud music and utterly forgettable ur-

ban bar food.” 

Aside from Friend’s Equal-laced lat- 
te finale, the date went surprisingly 
well; meals in each others’ homes (he 
passes on her salmon and creme 
fraiche canapes; she’s surprised by his 
offer to cook and the sophisticated 
chicken breast with chutney and a tart 
couscous salad that he serves); a 
grandmother who accompanies Hesser 
to Italy then stubbornly refuses to eat 
in multiple courses the way the Italians 
do; and the growing affection between 
two people who find that their most 
meaningful moments happen at the 
table. 

The book concludes with the ex- 
change of vows in his parents’ Wain- 
scott, NY, home. 

“I love that you can open a bottle of 
Champagne without flinching and are 
the first to fill others’ glasses,” she says 

“I love your passionate conviction 
that each day is incomplete without a 
bowl of ice cream,” he answers. 

The diaries elicited an outpouring of 
e-mails and letters. 

“One thing I didn’t expect, was the 
kind of responses that I got from read- 
ers,” said Hesser. “When you write 
personally, I think people often con- 


Veal Chops with Sage 


Excerpted from "Cooking for Mr. Latte" by 
Amanda Hesser (W.W. Norton & Company, 2003) 

Serves four 

If you are not in the mood for a big, hefty chop, 
pound the meat flat with a mallet, keeping the 
bone on, like they do with veal Milanese. It will cook 
more quickly. You may also substitute pork chops 
for the veal. If you do, get nice fatty ones (pork has 
gotten so dull and lean) and soak the chops in salt- 
ed water for a few hours to brine them. It will keep 
them nice and moist and seasoned throughout. 

4 veal chops, with fat on the outer edge, about 
3/4-inch thick, at room temperature 
Sea salt 

Freshly ground black pepper, or grains of paradise 
(not as hot seeds, with a citrusy, nutty aroma) 


2 tbs. unsalted butter 
1 tbs. olive or vegetable oil 
1 2 large sage leaves 

Season the veal chops on one side with a gener- 
ous amount of salt and pepper. Place a saute pan 
large enough to fit the chops in a single layer over 
high heat for a minute or two. Add the butter and 
oil and heat until the foam subsides. 

Lay the veal chops in the pan, seasoned-side 
down. Season the other side of the chops, and 
sprinkle over the sage leaves, pushing a few down 
into the pan. 

Let the chops cook for two to three minutes, un- 
til browned, then turn and cook on the other side 
for two minutes. Regulate the heat so they don't 
burn. Pile them up on a thick rustic plate, if you

After Hesser described her first meal 
in Friend’s home, messages streamed

The Italian debacle with her grand- 
mother brought mixed responses. 

“People were angry at me for being 
disrespectful to my grandmother.

Others said, “That was 
exactly the experience I had with my 
grandmother in Greece!” Hesser wel- 
comed the communication. 

“As a writer,” she said, “I often feel 
like I’m in a vacuum, so it’s interesting 
to get a response from someone who 
isn’t my mother.” 

Hesser is content with marriage and 
her new home in Brooklyn Heights. 
The kitchen is three times the size of 
the one in her former Manhattan home, 
she says, and has a great layout. 

“Look at this,” she said proudly, 
opening a cupboard under the counter 
and pulling out a tall trashcan. “You 
can sweep all the odds and ends right 
into the garbage. It’s really well de- 
signed.” 

On Saturdays, Hesser can be spotted 
buying fresh tomatoes at the Borough 
Hall greenmarket, and her pork chops 
come from Staubitz, a butcher in Cob- 
ble H01. She and Friend are slowly dis- 
covering the pleasures of dining in 
Brooklyn. 

“We love Grimaldi’s Pizza and Noo- 
dle Pudding,” two restaurants near 
their home, and they’re becoming fans 
of the Brooklyn Ice Cream Factory 
near the River Cafe on Fulton Ferry 
Landing. 

Has she reformed her man? 

“Well, he doesn’t use Equal any- 
more,” she laughed. “He’s not ever go- 
ing to be the kind of person who wants 
to go to Jean Georges every night of 
the week, but I’ve found that I don’t 
want to either. Actually, we’ve re- 
formed each other.

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Keeping it real 


Director Richard Maxwell discusses his 
new production of 6 Henry IV r 9 Part One 9

T he Brooklyn Academy of Music 
mines the world’s performing 
arts community for avant-garde 
talent, but to helm a new production 
of “Henry IV, Part One” — one of 
two productions kicking off the 2003 
Next Wave Festival, the organizers 
didn’t have to look far. 

“I’m not a big Shakespeare guy, but 
when I came across the play in college. 
I thought the story was compelling — 
the relationship between Hal and his fa- 
ther and Hal and Falstaff. There are 
things in the play that resemble my per- 
sonal life,” says Richard Maxwell, di- 
rector of New York City Players’ ‘Hen- 
ry IV, Part One,” which he will stage at 
the BAM Harvey Theater Sept. 30 
through Oct. 4. 

Maxwell, 35, has 
lived in Brooklyn 
for the past several 
years and currently 
resides in Boerum 
Hill. 

“Henry IV, Part 
One,” which was 
written circa 1597, 
is considered one of 
Shakespeare’s later 
histories. The play 
deals with the Eng- 
lish monarch during 
the 15th century, 
when the divine na- 
ture of kingship was 
beginning to be 
questioned. 

“Richard n,” which takes place im- 
mediately prior to “Henry IV, Part 
One,” deals with the rebellion that 
brought Bolingbroke, Duke of Lancast- 
er, to the throne as Henry IV, ending the 
reign of the Plantagenet kings. 

In “Henry IV,” young Prince Hal 
comes of age in a dramatically changed 
world — a world in which traditional 
order and authority have been over- 
turned. Hal is tom between love and 
fear of his father, obedience and rebel- 
lion, responsibility and revelry. This 
chronicle also introduces the character 
of Falstaff, a drunken rascal who, with 


the help of his tavern companions, 
mocks the king and court and leads 
Prince Hal into a life unworthy of the 
heir to the throne. 

The central father-son relationship 
of “Henry IV, Part One” is set against 
the background of rebellion, with the 
seemingly devoted Harry Percy, an 
upstanding young man in sharp con- 
trast to the wayward Hal, secretly 
plotting against the king. And in the 
end, it is Prince Hal who reforms, rec- 
onciles his differences with his father 
and, at the battle of Shrewsbury, rises 
to his father’s defense and kills Percy. 

Although “Henry IV, Part One” is 
certainly well known, Maxwell says, 
“It doesn’t have the baggage of 
‘Hamlet’ or ‘Romeo and Juliet’ [so] 
you don’t run the risk of commenting 
on what you’re doing.” 

On the other 
hand, Maxwell be- 
lieves the histories 
are more complex 
and more demand- 
ing. 

“Hamlet seems 
to be clear,” he says. 
“But with ‘Henry 
IV,’ you’re asking 
the audience to 
know the history.” 
Having achieved 
renown with the 
downtown theater 
scene in the 1990s, 
and having won an 
OBIE for his 1999 
play “House,” Max- 
well is confident 
enough to say, “I don’t worry about 
how the audience feels. I’m not one of 
those directors who want the audience 
to be seeing the same thing at the same 

Nor is Maxwell particularly con- 
cerned with putting his personal mark 
on the plays he directs. 

“I’m unique enough to make [plays] 
original,” he says. “I know I’m going to 
have to make choices. And I have to 
know why. I don’t want to get hung up 
on making an original play. My aim is 
not to be original, but to find an honest 
connection to the material. I’m asking

my actors to do the same. Their connec- 
tion doesn’t need to be the same as 

Maxwell believes the plot is the mo- 
tivating force for “Henry IV, Part One” 
and it needs no further enhancement 

“A concept like putting the play dur- 
ing World War n or Revolutionary 
times, a statement like that wouldn’t 
carry,” he says. “The play doesn’t need 
things like that. The story is the best 
thrust I could come up with.” 

Maxwell’s directing style has been 
called “hyper-real” because of his ten- 
dency to strip away theatrical artifice in 
his productions. 

“When I stage something, I don’t 
expect the actors to put energy or ef- 
fort into convincing the audience that 
what they’re seeing is really happen- 
ing,” he says. ‘T feel that acknowledg- 
ing the theatricality of the play makes 

This blurring of the counterfeit and 
the real — a notion, Maxwell says, 
that’s “within the context of the story” 
— has also influenced Maxwell’s cast- 
ing, which includes “non-professional” 
performers in the cast of 23. 

Having non-professionals “levels 
the playing field,” he says. “Having 
people up there with all levels of ex- 
perience shows that people with no 
experience have just as much value as 
those with experience. Professionals 
appreciate that.” 

Maxwell studied acting at Illinois 
State University and began his profes- 
sional career with the Steppenwolf 
Theatre Company in Chicago, where 
he later co-founded the Cook County 
Theater Department. 

“I was an experimental theater 


anti-director because we were tired of 
directors manipulating actors,” he 
says. “Our shows were put on in a 
loft in a post-industrial area.” 

Maxwell moved to New York City 
in 1994, where his sister, Jan 
Maxwell, was establishing herself as 
a Broadway actress. 

“I got tired of doing work for six or 
seven people. In New York City there’s 
always an audience,” he says. He also 
decided to concentrate his efforts on di- 

“I had tittle chance of gainful em- 
ployment as an actor. There were too 
many people who wanted to act. I got 
tired of waiting for the phone to ring.” 

At first, life in the Big Apple was- 
n’t easy. 

“I worked at odd jobs, borrowed 
money and used credit cards,” he 


says. “I’d try to get a gig at places 
like Ontological Theater. Then I’d 
have to write something.” 

Today Maxwell is artistic director of 
New York City Players and his newest 
play, “Drummer Wanted,” premiered at 
PS 122 in November 2001. But he still 
considers himself a “failed rock star,” 
which is why he tries to put his own 
musical compositions in plays he di- 
rects. For “Henry IV, Part One,” he’s 
writing a song that will be translated 
into Welsh and sung by Lady Mortimer, 
who does not speak English. 

But directing at BAM has particu- 
lar rewards. 

“It’s great to be working at BAM 
and living in Brooklyn,” he told GO 
Brooklyn. “You feel like you’re part of 
something. I walk home from re- 
hearsals every night.”

Continued from page GO 5 
design graduate who now 
works with architects, and Po- 
lazzo, a teacher at Brooklyn 
Technical High School, were 
inspired to try Parlor Jazz in 
their home after experiencing 
the almost legendary jazz jams 
Maijorie Eliot has presented in 
her Harlem third-floor apart- 
ment since 1994. Eliot, a pi- 
anist, actress and playwright, 
began asking musicians she 
knew to come play on Sun- 
days, as a way to cope with, 
and celebrate, the death of a 
son on that day. 

“It was such a wonderful 
idea,” Morehand recalls. “Like 
the days of the Harlem Renais- 
sance and the rent parties when 
people used to hang out after- 
wards and come to someone’s 
home and just start jamming.” 

About 20 guests attended 
the first Parlor Jazz concert in 
their living room on Feb. 23, 
2002. With only one excep- 
tion, they have hosted their 
jazz evenings every other Sat- 
urday since they began. Even 
the Great Blackout of 2003 did 
not stop the show. 

“Twenty-five hours after the 
blackout we had a show and 
we had a full house,” Polazzo 
recalls proudly. The pair esti- 
mates that more than 400 
guests have heard jazz in their 
home since they began. Their 
largest audience numbered 
more than 50 for a perform- 
ance by Manhattan-based vo- 
calist Marilyn. One night, the 
audience was only two. 

“We always do a show, and 
the musicians always get paid,” 
Polazzo notes proudly. 

Morehand and Palazzo say 


they are committed for the long- 
term to keeping jazz alive in 
Brooklyn, and providing musi- 
cians with an ideal place where 
they can play, be appreciated 
and be paid a respectable wage. 

“We’re hoping that when 
people come here, they will see 
and hear acts that they may have 
never heard of before, and then 
continue to support them when 
they have a gig somewhere 
else,” says Morehand. 

Despite their growing fol- 
lowing, there are challenges. 
Recognizing that they are ask- 
ing high-caliber musicians to 
come to Brooklyn on Saturday 
nights, when they would often 
have high-paying gigs. More- 
hand and Polazzo say that they 
always have paid more than 
many clubs do. Due to the lim- 
itations on the size of their au- 
diences, however, the two 


largely have had to pay musi- 
cians out of their own pockets. 
After the costs of wine, food 
and supplies have been added, 
there is no profit. 

Morehand and Polazzo 
hope that becoming a non- 
profit institution, which will 
enable them to seek grants, 
will also allow them to book 
more experimental and con- 
temporary jazz styles, as well 
as the straight ahead, acoustic 
jazz style of the ’40s and ’50s 
that they currently favor. They 
would also like to offer chil- 
dren’s jazz workshops and 
possibly a magazine focusing 
on local jazz talent. 

Word of mouth and their 
Web site have built a dedicated 
core of Parlor Jazz regulars 
and surprising recognition far 
from Brooklyn. Guests from 
Las Vegas, Atlanta and Tampa 


have signed Morehand and 
Polazzo’s guest book, as well 
as a tourist who learned of the 
event on the Internet while at 
home in Germany. Musicians 
who have performed at their 
intimate jazz venue have been 
spreading the word to other 
musicians, as well. 

“I like knowing that Parlor 
Jazz is being bandied about in 
jazz clubs,” says Morehand, 
noting that there is now a wait- 
ing list of musicians wanting 
to play in his home. 

Perhaps Morehand and Po- 
lazzo should be careful about 
what they wish for. 

“I hope it doesn’t get too 
well known,” a regular Parlor 
Jazz guest told GO Brooklyn, 
stating the obvious Catch-22. 
“It would lose something spe- 
cial if it became commercial 
and everybody knew about it.”

Joanna, the prison inmate who rebels 
against the treachery of the jail’s war- 
den. While the factory workers are free, 
they are, in their own way, prisoners of 
an economic system. 

The connection between the two 
groups is the friendship of Joanna and 
Claudine (Sofia Lcbouttc), the union 
representative of the workers in a large 
bakery’s production line. (One cannot 
miss the irony of the sweetness of the 
bakery product and the sourness of 
these women’s lives.) The film’s stories 
are told in straightforward ways, but 
there is a plodding sense to the film that 
could put off many viewers. 

Lienard owes a great deal to the Dar- 
denne Brothers, Belgian filmmakers 
who have made a career finding a sense 
of purpose in ordinary lives (“La 
Promesse,” “The Son,” and the Cannes 
1999 Palme d’or winner, “Rosetta”). 
She makes a good attempt, but still has 
a way to go to reach the quality of the 
Dardennes’ work. (This film plays 
Sept. 25-26 at BAMcinematek.) 

A Big Girl Like You” (“line belle 
fille comme tot’) is a sharp commen- 
tary on women’s roles in society. 
Sabine is a student in a small town 
technical school, learning all the tools 
of the restaurant trade. When she wash- 
es out there, she heads for Paris. Telling 
her parents she’ll be going to school 
there, she winds up homeless and with- 
out a job, which leads her to a generous 
family who own a jewelry store and put 
Sabine up in their home. 

As lead after work lead dissolves, 
Sabine runs through a few incidents of 
bad judgement typical of an innocent in 
the big city — a no-good boyfriend 
who leaves her after she commits a 
crime to get him money, a falling-out 
with her benefactors, and a stint with 
the pom industry. 

But director Christophe Blanc does- 
n’t make “A Big Girl Like You” stale or 
trite. And the film owes much of its 
success to Mercedes Cecchetto, who 
plays Sabine with a rich combination of 
naivete and teenage brashness. This 
heartfelt 2003 film also focuses on the 
“new” France — a world of immi- 
grants who are part of the country’s 
21st-century face. (Plays Sept. 25-26.) 

“Nearest to Heaven” (“Am plus 


pres du paradis”) by Tonie Marshall, is 
an odd homage to the Cary Grant-Deb- 
orah Kerr tearjerker “An Affair to Re- 
member.” “Nearest to Heaven” is cer- 
tainly no teaijerker, but this fluffy 
romance, with Catherine Deneuve and 
William Hurt, makes constant reference 
to the Leo McCarey melodrama. 
Deneuve is an art critic who deals with 
a variety of men in her life, from old 
lovers to her brother to Hurt, who may 
become a new lover. 

From the first frames of the film we 
get an idea of what we’re in for — the 
music telegraphs the melodramatic mo- 
ments. After turning down a friend’s 
advances, Fonette (Deneuve) heads for 
New York from Paris to write a story 
and runs into Matt (Hurt), a photogra- 
pher at the gallery. 

Theirs is a truly odd relationship — 
will they be friends? lovers? — but 
their work together does give us one of 
the strangest but most charming scenes 
in the film. In a restaurant, where they 
discuss matters of the heart. Hurt sud- 
denly sings out a line from the Stephen 
Stills song: “Love the one you’re with.” 
The entire restaurant then proceeds to 
sing the rest of the song together. 


There are a couple of problems with 
this 2002 film. First of all, the English 
dialogue is quite stilted. And updated 
melodramas have a hard time finding 
their place in a cynical society. So 
“Nearest to Heaven” struggles here. 
(Look at Todd Haynes’ wonderful “Far 
From Heaven” where he restages the 
genre, keeping it in the same time peri- 
od.) For all the film’s faults, however, it 
is always a treat watching Deneuve 
strut her stuff, and director Marshall 
wrote the film specifically for her. 
(Plays Sept. 27-28.) 

In "Minor Cuts” (“ Petite s coupures,” 
2003) actor Daniel Auteil has to juggle a 
seemingly endless array of women — 
wife, girlfriend, secretary, and a few oth- 
er eccentrics that he meets along the way 
— including English actress Kristin 
Scott Thomas (speaking fluent French) 
and Ludivine Sagnier, France’s current 
“it” girl (she’s shown up in Francois 
Ozon’s “Eight Women” and his most re- 
cent film, “Swimming Pool”) — in this 
thinking person’s farce. 

Auteil plays Bruno, a communist 
writer and intellectual who, while his 
wife is out of town, embarks on a busi- 
ness trip with mistress in tow, to see his

mentor, who sends Bruno on an errand 
to discourage the mentor’s wife’s lover. 

Got that? 

While this seems like a convoluted 
plot, it is, in fact, a canvas on which di- 
rector Pascal Bonitzer paints his story 
of a man who lets events overtake him; 
he can’t seem to commit to anyone. 
While with his mentor, Gerard (Jean 
Yanne), talk turns to love and when 
Nathalie, Bruno’s girlfriend (Ludivine 
Sagnier), overhears Bruno picking her 
assets apart, she takes off. 

But he’s not without companionship 
for long. 

Once on the road, he innocently stops 
for directions when a pretty young 
woman jumps into his car to escape her 
uncaring husband, who will make Bruno 
pay for being a good Samaritan later. 

Finally, in the mountains around 
Grenoble, Bruno encounters Beatrice 
(Scott Thomas), whose sickly hus- 
band/stepfather has been dallying with 
Gerard’s wife. An evening of sexual, 
emotional and intellectual flirting en- 
sues. The journeys make this a road 
movie, yet all these smart women make 
it an intellectual sex farce. 

Auteil does a great job as the con- 
fused Bruno. He doesn’t really want to 
sleep with every woman he sees; he 
seems to let life just happen to him — 
getting various cuts and bruises (physi- 
cal and otherwise) along the way. But 
Bonitzer puts an interesting focus on all 
these women, and does a great update 
of the traditional French farce. (Plays 
Sept. 27-28.) 

Although some of these films suc- 
ceed more than others, it is a pleasure 
to see contemporary French filmmakers 
keep traditional genres alive on the 
screen, as well as pushing the envelope 
in terms of character. There is certainly 
a film for every taste in this little taste 
of lesfilmfrangais.
